Terms to be niaile on the 
sane principle for a week or more, al- 
lowance bein" made for a lesser number 
of journeys to J-hiladelpbia, and en- 
trance to the exhibition during a period.

The. Protestant Church in France.

There are two great evils which inevita- 


bly ftrise from the present state of things. 
There is the fear of publicity, Kid there 
u the love of publicity. As regards the 
former, how many timid end shamefaced 
persons fear to take the nghl course 
which wonM lead to just results, be- 
cause of the aversion which ibiy liuve 
to this demon of publicity? On the 
other hand, a stfll greater danger lurks 
in the love of publicity, which comes to 
be a besetting sin, sometimes oven of 
the greatest minds, and wluch leads .to 
falseness, restlessness, find to a most 
(Jangerons desire always to stand well 
•with that public which is sure very soon 
to be made acquainted with all that the 
lover of publicity may say, or speak, or 
intend. Publicity is also a great ab- 
gorber o£ that time which might bo much 
bettor spent. The desire for knowing 
every thing about everybody—what he 
or she thinks, or says, or does, on any 
trivial occasion—occupies now n largo 
part of the time of the civilized world, 
and must be a great hindrance to steady 
Uiought about a man's own concerns, 
and about those subjects which ought 
most deeply to interest mankind. A 
stupid kind of gossip becomes the most 
pleasant and the most absorbing topic 
fir the generality of men. 
I do not 
•gree with a certain friend of mine, who 
las told us that "the folly of mankind is 
« constant quantity:" but I do admit 
ftat this fulsome publicity I have de- 
scribed is one of the facts which speaks 
most in favor of the view he has beea 
taking. If publicity could be perfect 
there would be less to be said in its dis- 
paragement. 
If every one wore his 
Jieart upon his sleeve we should at least 
get rid of its falseness, and the world 
would know with whom and with what 
it was dealing. Bnt a studied publicity 
IB very dangerous. 
When all people 


know that what they may say or do is 
likely to be made public, they will dress 
m> their sayings or their doings to meet 
this appalling publicity. And that which 
*hey deem will not be pleasing to the 
public, though it may be the thing, of all 
Others, which the public ought to hear, 
they will carefully suppress. 


Savs ex-President Hill of Harvard: 
"In that remarkable book, 'Modern 
Christianity a Civilized Heathenism,' 
the writer does not think that we follow 
.the life of Christ, but the fault of the 
•writer is in thinking that in order to be 
the disciples of Christ an ascetic life 
roust be lived. The Son of Man came 
fating and drinking, and they say, 'Be- 
hold n man gluttonous and a wine- 
fcibber.'"
